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1. PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


| take great pleasure, in welcoming the members of the Bibliographical Society of Canada/Société 
bibliographique du Canada to Montreal and McGill University, for our annual conference, May 16 and 
17. Vice-President Gwen Davies has put together an excellent program, which I am confident will prove 
very appealing to members. Among the highlights of BSC conferences, is the awarding of the Tremaine 
Medal. This year’s recipient is Professor Yvan Lamonde, a prolific bibliographer and co-editor of the 
History of the Book in Canada project. It is fitting, therefore, that the HBiC conference will take place in 
Montreal, immediately after the BSC meeting. We congratulate both the project and Professor Lamonde. 


“Another highlight of the conference will be the launching of the Proceedings of the History of Publishing 
conference, which took place last year in Sherbrooke, Quebec. Professor Jacques Michon is to be 
congratulated for his great efforts in organizing this important symposium. 


The work of the Society involves the efforts of many people. One of the most important is the Editor of 
the Papers/Cahiers, the Society's main scholarly publication. Elsewhere in this Bulletin, you will see the 
notice for a new Editor to succeed Michel Brisebois. He has done exemplary work in guiding the 
journal’s fortunes first as Book Review Editor, then as Editor. We congratulate him on fulfilling his 
duties with such intelligence and grace. His continuing support for the Society is a source of strength for 
all of us. 


Guiding and providing leadership are the constant concerns of individuals leading any organization, 
including the BSC/SBC. A major concern of Council during the past two years has been charting a new 
course for the future. In a major report prepared by the two Vice-Presidents and me for Council, we made 
the following recommendations: 


1. The Society’s 2002 conference should be held in Halifax. with newspapers as the theme to capitalize 


upon the 250" anniversary of their introduction into Canada. Funding from SSHRC should be sought 
and strategic partnerships with various newspaper companies be investigated. 


Major SSHRC funding should be sought for a national or international conference, in 2003, on 
bibliography in a digital environment. 


Funding from SSHRC should be sought for the digitization of the Papers/Cahiers. 


- The Society's members and others should be informed that SSHRC will consider funding 
bibliographical projects, containing analysis that pushes forward the boundaries of research. 


The fund-raising project approved by Council at its meeting of November 26 should consider as a 
priority the development of a fund to provide $5,000 annually for “topping-up” a SSHRC Doctoral 
Fellowship in Bibliography. For details on doctoral fellowships, please see:

The Bibliographical Society of Canada/Société bibliographique du Canada should become a member 
of the Humanities and Social Sciences Federation of Canada, with the Society's membership being 
asked to approve a fee increase to cover Federation membership. The main advantage of membership 
would be to ensure that the Society’s voice is heard in the country’s major humanities and social 
sciences forum and lobbying body, Some financial saving would be achieved for the membership, by 
not having to pay a $20.00 surcharge whenever a BSC conference is held with the Federation. 
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7. The Society should consider publicizing its activities and publications, by having a booth - or part of 
one - at the Federation's annual Congress. 


As Council considers these proposals over the next year, the opinion of the membership will be greatly 
appreciated. 





As my term as President draws to a close, | would like to thank the Society's membership, the members 
of Council, the Secretary Anne McGaughey, and the Vice-Presidents Gwen Davies and Gwynneth Evans 
for their constant support and encouragement. | enjoyed being able to bring welcoming messages from the 
Society to such places as New Zealand in May and June of last year, and to the Library Of Congress in 
October at its 200" anniversary celebrations. | consider it an honour and a pleasure to have served as the 
President of an organization as distinguished as the Bibliographical Society of Canada/Socicte 
bibliographique du Canada.

3. TREMAINE MEDAL AWARD 


Report to the Council of the Bibliographic Society of Canada: 





The Committee has completed its deliberations and unanimously recommends that the Marie Tremaine 
Medal for 2001 be awarded to Dr. Yvan Lamonde, of McGill University. 






Yvan Lamonde is known internationally as a leading book historian and nationally for his work in 
intellectual history. He is, at present, the general co-editor of the multidisciplinary project Histoire du 
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livre et de l'imprimé au Canada / History of the Book in Canada, and co-editor of Volume II (1840-1918) 
of this work. 


Non seulement M. Lamonde a-t-il contribué par |’ensemble de ses travaux 4 mieux faire connaitre 
l'histoire du livre et de |’imprimé, mais 1] a considérablement enrichi la production bibliographique elle- 
méme. Ses bibliographies sur les bibliothé¢ques personnelles, le commerce de librairie, |"histoire des idées, 
et les études sur |’imprimé sont autant de références essentielles pour pousser plus avant les recherches 
sur le livre québécois et canadien. Le livre et l’imprimé ont été au centre de tous les travaux d’ Yvan 
Lamonde. 


As an historian, he has published pioneering research studies in areas such as the history of libraries in 
Montreal, both public and private; book selling and publishing in Montreal; 19th- and 20th-century 
authorship in Québec; and classification schemes for the study of 19th- century libraries and booksellers. 
One of M. Lamonde’s current works- in-preparation is “La réprésentation de l’imprimé dans la peinture et 
la gravure québécoises (1760-1960)". His publications on the history of ideas and the history of 
philosophy are numerous. 


M. Lamonde was a co-founder of Le Groupe de recherche sur histoire de |’imprimé au Québec GRHIO 
(1974) which later became |’Association québécoise pour |’étude de |"imprimé (AQED). In recognition of 
the quality of his research and publication record, Yvan Lamonde was awarded a Killam Fellowship 
(1996-1998) and in 1995 he was the winner of Le Prix du Gouverneur Général du Canada (essai, en 
francais). M. Lamonde was a member of the CIHM Board of Directors from 1993-1997. He is a member 
of the Bibliographical Society of Canada / La Société bibliographique du Canada. 


The documentation in support of Yvan Lamonde’s nomination cites not only the intellectual rigour, 
originality, and richness of his oeuvre, but also the personal qualities of enthusiasm and passion that he 
brings to his subject, that of lhistoire de |’imprimé. 


In recognition of his outstanding contribution to Canadian bibliography and for distinguished publication 
in the field, the Marie Tremaine Medal Committee recommends the Tremaine Meda! for 2001 be awarded 
to Yvan Lamonde.

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6. MINUTES OF THE 55th ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING OF THE SOCIETY/SOCIETE 





The 55" Annual General Meeting of the Bibliographical Society of Canada / Société bibliographique du 
Canada was held on Tuesday, June 20, 2000 / mardi le 20 juin, 2000 at the University of Alberta, 
Edmonton. 


The meeting was called to order at 3:10 p.m. 


1. Welcome from the President: Peter McNally welcomed all members to the Annual General Meeting, 
and called for additions to the agenda. The agenda was approved as written. 


















2. Minutes of the 1999 Annual General Meeting: Peter McNally called for additions or corrections. 
There being none, it was moved by Apollonia Steele, seconded by Patricia Fleming, that the minutes be 
approved. CARRIED. 





3. Report of the President: Peter McNally commented that 1999-2000 was a busy year for the Society. 
He referred to his report as published in the May 2000 Sulletin, and noted that the following issues were 
raised at the Spring meeting of the Council: 


A. Fundraising: a formal decision to undertake a fundraising campaign was made by the Council. 
A prioritized list of goals includes support for students undertaking bibliographic research, 
assistance for Society publications, and funds to support conferences and speakers. 

B. Visibility of the Society: the web page will be totally revamped. 

C. A task force comprising the President and Vice-Presidents will continue to discuss the role of 

the Society. 


Peter McNally reported on his presentation of the Society's Institutional Award to the National Library of 
Canada, as represented by the National Librarian, Roch Carrier, and his predecessor, Dr. Marianne Scott. 
The ceremony took place on May 1, 2000 during the 50" anniversary celebration of the creation of the 
Canadian Bibliographic Centre. 



















Peter McNally congratulated the organizers of the History of the Book in Canada project upon their 
receipt of SSHRC funding, and expressed the wish for a continuing close relationship between the project 
and the Society. He also congratulated Dr. Bertrum MacDonald, who is the recipient of the Tremaine 
Medal for 2000. 





Peter McNally thanked the local arrangements committee for the conference, especially Jeannine Green, 
and the program organizer, Gwen Davies, as well as Ernie Ingles for hosting the conference reception. He 
thanked Ron Cohen and John Townsend, whose Council terms are ending this year. 





Peter McNally reported on his recent trip to New Zealand, where he met with researchers on the history 
of the book in New Zealand project, gave a talk on the Canadian project, and extended greetings from the 
Society. 


Peter McNally then called on Sheila Latham, who reported on the declining level of requests and of 
SSHRC support for Canadian and non-Canadian research tools. SSHRC has also decided it will no longer 
tag research tools in its database, and that the categories of Bibliography and Textual Criticism will no 
longer be included in its Committee 4-Literatures category. Council passed a motion of concern at its 
Spring meeting, and commissioned the President to write a formal letter to the Director of the Programs 
Branch of SSHRC, and asked a Society delegation to meet with SSHRC officials in Ottawa. 
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4. Report of the Treasurer: Elaine Hoag presented the 1999 Review Engagement Report. She 
noted that the Society had enjoyed a stable financial year with modest growth similar to that of 
1998. Of particular concern, however, is the fall in membership: 269 in 1998; 240 in 1999: and 
212 thus far in 2000. Council is addressing this issue. The Amtmann fund is still in some 
jeopardy, despite a small increase in donations. Council is attempting to boost this fellowship 
through various fundraising efforts. 


Adoption was moved by Elaine Hoag, and seconded by Brenda Peterson. CARRIED. 


5. Report of the Secretary: Anne McGaughey reported that the Bulletin and Papers/Cahiers 
were mailed in November 1999, and May 2000. Membership renewal notices for 2000 were 
included in the Fall 1999 mailing, with reminder notices for 51 lapsed members in June 2000. 
Council decided that the 2001 renewal notice will be sent in a separate mailing. The Secretary 
noted an increased use of e-mail as a method of communication for the Society, and also 
highlighted the importance of the website as a source of information. She thanked Sandra Alston 
and David McKnight for maintaining the website, Anne Dondertman for her continued advice 
and support, Jeannine Green for local conference arrangements, and Merrill Distad for providing 
a display of the Society's publications for the conference. 


6. Report of the Nominating Committee: Anne Yandle, the Chair, thanked Peter McNally, Eric 
Swanick, Sandra Alston, and Anne McGaughey for their assistance. 


She presented the slate of officers for 2000-2001 as follows: President - Peter McNally, Past 
President - Anne Yandle, Vice-Presidents - Gwen Davies and Gwynneth Evans, Treasurer - 
Elaine Hoag, Secretary - Anne McGaughey, Associate Secretary - Michel Brisebois, Councillors 
2000-2003 - Geneviéve Bazin, Patricia Chalmers, and Ralph Stanton, 1999-2002 - Patricia Belier, 
David McKnight, and Robin Healey, 1998-2001 - Jacques Michon, George Parker, and Apollonia 
Steele. 


Adoption of the report was moved by Anne Yandle, and seconded by Gwynneth Evans. 
CARRIED. All positions were declared elected. 


7. Report of the Publications Committee: Miche! Brisebois presented the written report 
submitted by David McKnight, the Chair. The website has been redesigned and will be unveiled 
in July. It will have added functionality, be fully bilingual, and will provide links to other 
websites relevant to the mission of the Society and the interests of its members. 


Michel Brisebois commended Sheila Latham for her contribution as English Book Review Editor. 
He noted that the French Book Review Editor, Frangois Melancon, has reported difficulty in 
obtaining review copies of French books. 


Michel Brisebois reported that the citation style in the Papers/Cahiers has been changed from 
endnotes to footnotes, and that a change in typesetter has resulted in advantages of speed and 
cost. He called for contributions to the Papers/Cahiers, and noted that the Publications 
Committee is considering adding advertisements. Fiona Black commented that precedents have 
been set in this regard by the Bibliographical Society of America, and library association journals, 
Peter McNally added that the Papers/Cahiers are a major vehicle for maintaining and extending 
the Society's profile. 





In response to the Editor's call for contributions, Carol Gerson noted the increased pressure on 
graduate students to publish in scholarly journals, and suggested the call be distributed widely to 
attract and encourage the younger generation of scholars. 


Members discussed the advantages and disadvantages of shorter papers, the size and number of 
issues of the Papers/Cahiers, and recommended that conference presenters be urged to submit 
papers to the Editor for refereeing. 


8. Other business: Ralph Stanton reported that Counci!] decided to increase the Tremaine 
Fellowship award to $2000, in order to attract more applicants and potential members of the 
Society, The deadline for applications is February 28, 2001. Janet Friskney noted that graduate 
students need to be encouraged to apply for Society fellowships, and that this has not always 
happened. 


9. Date and place of next Annual General Meeting: Peter McNally reported later that the 
Society plans to meet in Montreal in May, 2001, prior to the History of the Book in Canada 
project conference. 

10. Adjournment: Moved by Peter Mitham, and seconded by Patricia Belier, that the meeting be 
adjourned at 3:50 p.m. CARRIED.

Part I: General News 


Prairie Print Culture Colloquium - (Regina, March 16, 2001) 


































This one-day colloquium attracted some 40 librarians, archivists and researchers who gathered at 
the University of Regina to hear a variety of papers relating to print culture in the Prairie 
provinces, After welcoming messages from Cameron Louis (Head, Department of English) and 
members of the HBiC/HLIC team, the day's official proceedings began, most appropriately, with 
a tribute to esteemed bibliographer Bruce Peel by Merrill Distad and Emie Ingles (both of 
University of Alberta Libraries), and a discussion of the current revision and expansion of Peel's 
bibliography of the Prairie provinces. Independent scholar Jean Cogswell then delineated the 
important role played by Women’s Institutes and Homemaker's Clubs in establishing libraries for 
rural women, which in turn contributed to the establishment of public libraries on the Prairies. 
The assimilation of immigrants in Western Canada, particularly by means of a school reader 
produced by the government for newly-arrived Ukrainian children, was the topic of a paper by 
Paul Hijartarson (University of Alberta). Diana Patterson (Mount Royal College) gave a 
humourous and informative presentation on the importance of technical books and pamphlets 
which helped farmers build homes and outbuildings and operate farm equipment. The morning 
finished with keynote speaker Len Findlay (University of Saskatchewan), who used ledger 
drawings made by First Nations men as the basis for a thought-provoking presentation on the 
relationship between native and white cultures and the implications of these relationships for the 
scholarly community and for book history. 


After a congenial lunch in the University Club, the colloquium resumed with a round-table 
discussion of archival and library resources relating to prairie book history. Apollonia Steele 
(University of Calgary), Merrill Distad, Shelley Sweeney (University of Manitoba Archives), 
Mark Vajener (University of Regina Archives) and Cheryl Avery ( University of Saskatchewan 
Archives) outlined the vast array of pertinent collections at their institutions and discussed 
finding aids now available online. To close the round table, Elise Moore, HBiC/HLIC Regina 
research assistant, and HBiC/HLIC editor Carole Gerson discussed the Canadian Publishers 
Records Database and its relevance for prairie research. The role of women in the writing of 
Saskatchewan community histories was the topic of a paper presented by Barbara Powell 
(Associate Dean of Arts, University of Regina), who brought examples of these books and 
described their styles and methods of compilation. The last session of the day, by Warren Cariou 
(University of Saskatchewan), provided an analysis of works by such contemporary First Nations 
writers as Jeannette Armstrong and Thomas King, and demonstrated the ways in which these 
authors have “oralized” the printed word. 


The day concluded with a reception at the University Club where attendees expressed their 
appreciation for the opportunity to immerse themselves in prairie print culture and to meet with 
old friends and new colleagues.

Histoire du livre et de l’imprimé au Canada/History of the Book in Canada Bilan/Update 


Colloque sur la culture de l"imprimé des grandes Plaines de |"Ouest - (Regina, le 16 mars 
2001) 


Ce collogue d'une journée a attiré prés de 40 bibliothécaires, archivistes et chercheurs qui se sont 
rassemblés a |’Université de Regina afin d'écouter différentes communications sur la culture de 
l'imprimé dans les provinces des Prairies. Aprés le message de bienvenue offert de Cameron 
Louis (chef du département d'anglais) et des membres de |’équipe HBiC/HLIC, Merrill Distad et 
Ernie Ingles (bibliothéques de |’Université de |’ Alberta) ont rendu hommage au bibliographe de 
renom, Bruce Peel. Le colloque s'est poursutvi par une discussion de la derni¢re version révisée 
et augmentée de la Bibliography of the Prairie Provinces de Peel. Puis, Jean Cogswell, 
chercheuse indépendante, a souligné |'importance du role que les Instituts féminins et les Cercles 
des fermi¢res ont joué dans |'établissement de bibliothéques pour les femmes des régions rurales, 
et dans la création de bibliothéques publiques dans les Prairies. La communication de Paul 
Hjartarson (Université de l’Alberta) porta sur |’assimilation des immigrants dans |’OQuest 
canadien, assimilation surtout facilitée par un livre de lecture engagé par le gouvernement au 
profit des enfants ukrainiens qui venaient de débarquer. Diana Patterson (Mount Royal College) 
discuta, avec humour, de l'importance des manuels techniques et des pamphlets qui aiderent les 
fermiers a construire leurs maisons et dépendances, et 4 se servir de |’équipement agricole. La 
matinéé se termina avec le conférencier d’honneur, Len Findlay (Université de Saskatchewan), 
qui prit l"exemple des dessins effectués par des Premiéres nations sur des registres, comme base 
d’une présentation interactive et promotrice de réflexion sur la relation entre les cultures 
autochtones et les arrivants, et sur |'implication de ces relations pour les chercheurs et pour 
histoire du livre. 


Aprés un diner convivial qui s'est déroulé au University Club, le colloque a repris avec une table 
ronde afin de discuter des ressources documentaires et des archives ayant trait a |"histoire du livre 
des Prairies. Apollonia Steele (Université de Calgary), Merrill Distad, Shelley Sweeney (archives 
de I"Université du Manitoba), Mark Vajcner (archives de |’Université de Regina) et Cheryl Avery 
(archives de |'Université de Saskatchewan) ont souligné |'étendu du réseau de collections 
pertinentes qui existent au sein de leurs établissements respectifs et ont discuté des travaux de 
recherche actuellement disponibles en ligne. Pour cléturer la table ronde, Elise Moore, assistante 
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de recherche HBiC/HLIC a Regina, et |’éditrice du projet Carole Gerson ont discuté de la base de 
données des documents des éditeurs canadiens et de sa pertinence pour la recherche dans les 
Prairies. Le réle des femmes dans |’écriture de I"histoire de la collectivité de Saskatchewan fut le 
sujet de la communication de Barbara Powell (adjointe au doyen, département des lettres, 
Université de Regina), qui a apporté des exemples de ces livres et en a décrit leur style ainsi que 
la méthode de compilation utilisée.
